Cm  b<  hka  m  Amkrics.— With  regard  to 
tbe  churches  in  tbe  large  cities  two  tilings 
greatly  struck  me.  One  wns  the  number 
of  HliertueMts  of  Sunday  servicea  wliiak 
appeared  in  the  Saturday  newspapers — 
from  a  column  to  two  columns  in  extent 
The  other  was  tbe  cxtiaordinary  uuntber, 
the  size,  tbe  costliness,  and  the  fine  posi¬ 
tion  of  tbe  churches.  II  their  style  of  ar¬ 
chitecture  did  not  always  please  me,  IrguUl 
not  deny  that  for  comfort  nn<l  general  at¬ 
tractiveness  the  American  churcliey  in  the 
great  cities  enrpsseed  our  own.  Hut,  von, 
sir,  have  asked,  or  others -will  nsk  —  Wha> 
ilrout  the  emaller  cities  anil  other  places? 
Well,  with  regard  to  them,  I  tun  only  say 
that  ns  I  traveled  along  the  railway  line*. 

I  corretnntly  saw  in  VttlSgea  amf  small 
towns  three  church  spires  where  1  eliould 
hare  seen  but  one  in  England.  (Cheers) 
Father  llyacintlic  lias  *uid  that  there  are 
three  inellUitiona  which  seem  to  nnuk  nn 
American  town,  and  which  seem  to  Iw 
equally  dear  to  the  people — the  bank,  the 
<chool,  and  the  church.  Well,  Ihlkkis  per 
Imps  true,  but  the  Father  eliould  have  put 
the  bank  last,  and  not  first.  (Laughter). 
W lien  land  is  cleared  tor  a  new  setlliment, 
it  is  not,  as  is  common  with  ns,  that  the 
public  house  is  one  of  the  flret  buildings 
erected,  but  it  is  a  school-house,  whirl 
serves  also  os  a  place  where  all  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  may,  at  first,  worship  together,  and 
then,  as  they  grow  in  nuuiliert,  they  branch 
off  aud  build  their  scvsral  tleuomiaatfonal 
ehurehen.  (Lotul  cheers.)  If  the  people 
on  the  spot  can't  wholly  put  up  a  building 
or  support  a  minister,  then  they  get  help 
(mm  missionary  ami  other  bodies  iq  dis¬ 
tant  placev-- the  slfvng  helpis#  the  weak, 
and  the  feeling  prevailing  that,  somehow 
or  other,  those  great  civilizing  agencies  n 
American  bf*.  the  church  and  the  school, 
must  be  provided.  (Much  cheering).  So 
Ur  as  I  am  able  to  speak  of  the  clergy,  I 
may  any  that  I  taw  nothing  in  their  l«nks, 
or  in  their  surrounding*,  and  lirard  nothing 
to  justify  the  assumptions  of  thorn  who  n* 
sert  that  a  ministry  dependent  for  support 
on  the  people  must  be  half  starved,  and 
quite  *n#lav«wl  (Thneftd  la  fWct.Vueri 
tvs,  eeem*  To  be  a  sort  or  land  of  Goshen 
lor  the  clergy  ;  for  not  only  do  many  of 
them  receive  large  income#,  but  tlicy  an 
dlowed  to  travel  on  lh«  r,uUv*)s  at  half 
price,  and  enjoy  exceptional  pririlrge#  u< 
hotels  and  other  plec.oi.  (Lauglittr  end 
rlieen).  They  alen  appear  to  me  to  de
